Our Dormant Wealth. 

It has often beon matter of no little 
supriBe that so many years havo passed 
without any earnest and well-dlrooted 
effort being put forth to develop the 
g-eat dormant wealth of this colony. 
It is an ascertained fact that thore are 
large areas in the interior out of which 
millioDS of dollars might he taken by 
the application of : those torgor and mere 
soiontifio processes of mining employ- 
ed elsewhere. In truth, gold mining In 
British Columbia may bo said to be as 
jet only in its chrysalis state. Crude 
and undeveloped, it has never passed 
beyond the primary couditiou of pioneer 
tinkering. There is no desire to under- 
value past effort, or treat lightly, mucb 
lees contemptuously, the plu,kand en- 
terprise oi bygone days. Indeed, to do 
so would be both unjust and ungrate- 
ful for it is to these that wo all owe so 
much. It iB to these noble, struggling 
enduring, pioneer miners tbat the colo- 
ny for the most part owes its present 
n oo"ure ot progress. But, wheu our 
mines and mining operations come to 
be viewed in the light ot ihosoof Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, &o, it will bo found thai 
We have no moro than made a routfb 
begin' ing. True, comparatively speak- 
ing, enormous sums of money bav e , in 
many iusiances, been taken from a few 
cubic f'oet of earth, and beoauso thai 
sort of Alladin'a lump work in not now 
of as ooromon occurrence as formerly, 
some persons run away with ibe foolish, 
but not altogether unnutural notion, 
that Biitifh Columbia gold miuing ban 
seen its beat. Precisely similar condi- 
tiens both ot mind aud matter present- 
ed themselves in the history of California 
Of that country it may, with truib, be 
said that the night of latmious gold 
findings was tho daydawn— the incep- 
tion— cf real, large, earnest gold mining. 
Gold miuing in ibis colony has as yot 
scarcely passed into a Bcierjiifio form. It 
has scarcely passed boyond a mero ur>. 
systematic scramble after rich 'pockets.' 
This class ot mining, although resuliiog 
in the acquisition ot tmddeu fortunes and 
in a vory largo aggregate yield, proba- 
bly fully Bixty millions, has not proved 
r datively bunoficial to tho country. It 
is not the Camerons, tho Abbotts, the 
Pattersons, the Steoles, ibe Dillers and 
the score of others whoso names do not 
occur to ua at this moment, who accu- 
mulated their hundreds of thousands in a 
few weeks or months, and left the conn- 
try, that contributed most largely to- 
wards permanent wellbeing. It is not 
the working ot ground which counts its 
dollars in every pantul of dirt tbat oon- 
fers ibe greavest benefit upon tho coun- 
try. These rioh fiudiugs are all very 
well in their way, and may Borve a 
useful purpose in the oar ior stages of 
the country's history. But it is when, 
by associated ebTort and t-cientifio appli- 
ances, men begin to operate upon ground 
end rock yielding cents instead of doU 
lurs that the ora of real, beneficial min- 
i< g shall have commenced. Tbat such 
ground and rock do exist in praoiioally 
inexhaustible abundance is sufficiently 
known. Tho great QUOBlion is, Who 
•will work them i 1 Fresh muscle, now 
blood, fureign capral — these are our 
great needs. The present population 
h is acted well its pirt. But it hesi- 
tates and grows faint before i he larger 
and more perfect modes of dealing with 
gold-bearing earth and rock. With vi- 
tality aud capital more or loss exhauft- 
ed, it feels ic-Uf to be unequal to tlu' 
task of successUlly inaugurating tbo 
next stage of golo mining. Tho Min- 
eral L iws passed lust year for the 
r.gulaiion of our sil'or, copper and 
0'jul mines are undmblodly of ibe 
most liborul character; und we mus' 
express surprise i hat tney «uve not at- 
tracted more attention abi-> a d. II-is 
any effort been put f irth by iho Gov- 
ernment to muku the liberal Cmracter 
of these laws known in those comu uu i- 
ties where it is most ^important t.oy 
should become known ? It not, time 
need bo no surprise at the circumstunot 
of their having attracted no -mention. 
To « uuct libera! laws for the working i f 
mines requiring lurgo capital, and take 
no s'.ops for spread'nga knowledge ot 
them abroad is Utile better than light- 
ing a candle and putting it under a 
Bhql. Again, Government will, wo 
trust bo prepared to meet, in the most 
li rural spirit, paries proposing to under 
take mining operations upon a large 
scule, ttith a vil)W 10 dealing with ground 
whoUy impervious to ordinary individu- 
al i Hurt Thero is much valuable 
ground of this class lying undisturbed 
Lm a „y millions of wealth dormant; 
and any bonajidc dispon uon effectively 
to deal with sueb ground ought most 
assuredly to bo mot, on ID9 part of the 
Govtrinnont,iii a spirit of tho most on- 
lightened liberality. No ridiculous co„ 
v.rmtiis und unpractical, vexatious re* 
striatums, covering wholo sheep-skins 
with their quaint absurdiiies must now 
be permitted to intervene. Tno colony 
has bad too much of this sort of auJOl- 
dal uonsemein the past; and the people 
arc in no mood to put up with it now. 
There is litt'e, wo venture to think, to 
be apprehended lrom that quarter. 
There aio reasons for thinking that, 
under tho dow regime, tbo dormant 
woatlh of tho co'ouy will not continue 
to bo wantonly bolted and barred against 
foreign capital by thoso whose duty it IB 
t0 upon wide the gates and invito that 
whitb of all things wo most ueed-fors 
«.gn cupital to dovolop our dormuut 
pioeral wealth.
